OFFICERS ATTEMPT TO CAPTURE A TRAIN 


Rock Island Freight Boarded in Enid, Ok. 
One Officer Beaten to Death. 

OxuaHoma Crry, Ok., May 21.—Great ex- 
citement prevails over the ¢apture of a Rock 
Island train by officers of the City of Enid for 
violation of the city ordinance against run- 
ning faster than six miles per hour within the 
city limits. A fight occurred between the 
crew of the train and the g@y officers, in which 
one of the officers was beiten to death with a 
coupling-pin in the hands of a - train- 
man. The railway company _ has _ re- 
fused to stop trains at Enid because of pref- 
erence for North Enid, two miles distant, 
where the company owns much property. The 
Enid authorities retaliated by passing the 
ordinance. A freight'train running thirty miles 
an hour was passing through the city when a 
link-pin broke and the caboose came to a 
standstill. The officers boarded the train for 
the purpose of arresting the crew. A fight en- 


sued between the trainmen and 0offi- 
cers, coupling-pins, clubs, and revolvers 
being freely used. During the  prog- 
ress of the fight the engineer backed 


down and the caboose was attached to the 
train; the throttle was thrown open and the 
train went tearmg away, carrying three offi- 
cers who were trying to arrest the trainmen. 
The officers were overpowered and ejected, 
bruised and bleeding, at Hennessey, the next 
stop. One of them has since died of his in- 
juries.

ING WILLIAM A. SIMSROTT. 


Left His Home Apparently to Go to 
Evansville, Ind., and Was Seen and 
Recognized Once or Twice AfterwA 
Ranana Peddler Met Him<He Changed 
Cars and Intended to Go to His Office, 
bat Did NoteFoul Play Is the Theory 
of His Friends, 

After nine days of careful inquiry, in which

has taken part, little or nothing appears tv be 
known as to what has become of 
‘William A, Simsrott, Grand Secretary 


and Treasurer of the Switchmen’s Mutual 
Benefit Association. 


Both the detectives and 
the friends of the missing man have theories 
as to his fate, but the theories have not yet 
thrown any light upon the mystery surround- 
ing his disappearance. His brothers and 
some Of his friends still have hope that he is 
alive, though the indications are that he is 
not, 

Some of his friends advance the theory that 
Simsrott was seized with a sudden aberration 
of the mind and that he is now wandering 
over the country. This would seem next to 
impossible, as there is scarcely a con- 
ductor or trainman of any sort run- 
ning out of Chicago who was not 
personally acquainted with Simsrott. Then, 
he has not been inentally depressed nor has 
he been overworked. He was, on the con- 
trary, in both excellent health and spirits when 
he said good-by to his wife and family Satur- 
day night. May 12, at 10 o’clock, 

To follow his steps to the point where he 
was last seen it would indicate he fell in with 
some of the numerous sandbaggers who thrive 
in Chicago. The evening of his disappear- 
ance he eame home at 7:30 o’clock 
and told his wife he was going 
to Evansville, Ind., that night to attend the 
annual meeting of the Switchmen’s Mutual 
Benefit Association. He intended to take the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois train, which, he 
said, left at 11 o'clock. At his wife's solici- 
tation he deciied to take ashort nap before 
going to the train and retired for that pur- 


pose, 
Leaves His Home. 

At 10 a’clock he left. home, No, 29 Vernon 
Park place, intending to stop at his office, No. 
16 Pacific avenue, to get some papers. He 
boarded a var on Harrison street just west of 
Center avenue, but as that car did not run as 
close to his office as the one following he got 
off at Center avenue to take the next car. 
The conductor of the car which 
he left tells this: At the corner 
of Harrison street and Center avenue an 
Italian banana dealer saw him and spoke to 
him, but does not remember whether he 
boarded the next car. The banana dealer is, 
so faras known, the last man who saw him. 
Where he went after this is not known. It is 
certain, however, that he did not go to his 
office, for the papers that he intended to get 
there were found the next day undisturbed. 

When he left home he is said to have had a 
considerable sum of money, about $500, He 
also wore a valuable diamond ring,a gold 
watch and chain, and a charm set with dia- 
monds, A detective who has been working on 
the case said it was quite possible Mr. Simsrott 
decided to walk along on Harrison street until 
the car overtook him. ‘** The car may not 
have caught up to him as soon as he ex- 
pected,” said the officer, “‘and he may have 


ntitneroas. © It is one of the most lonesome and 
dangerous localities at night in the city. Here, 
it is my belief, he was knocked down, dragged 
nto*some dark alley, robbed, and then either 
hrown into the river or some of the 
mmdny sink holes that abound in the back 
yards in that vicinity. Of course this is only 
durmise, but it seems to be probable. I do 
not see how a man so well kriown ashe is 
could leave the city unobserved.” 

Another thing which seems strange is the 
train that he intended to take to Evansville 
leaves at 10:22 and not 11 o'clock, as 
Simsrott seems to have thought. 


Search of His Brother. 


Officer Albert Simsrott of Despiaines Street 
Station has been excused from duty in order 
to have a chance to look for his brother. He 
and Officer Williams from: the same station 
have been working together. Yesterday 
morning Officer Simsrott learned that the 
remains of a man who was supposed to be 
his brother were found at Milwaukee. 
The police there had been evidently reading 
the missing man’s description and supposed 
they had found his remains. Officer Sims- 
rott took the train for Milwaukee and is ex- 
pected to return this morning. Henry Sims. 
rott, another brother, talked to Chief of 
Police Janssen of Milwaukee yesterday after- 
noon and was informed that the officer had 
arrived there, but had failed to identify the 
temains. Henry Simsrott was seen last 
night. “Ever since my brother disappeared 
nine days ago,” he said, ‘‘ we ‘have been kept 
busy running down every possibleclew. None 
of the clews we have worked on so far have 
led toanything. Only today I worked three 
hours on a clew, and when I got through I 
found the man who claimed to have seen Billy 
had seen him at 11 o’clock the morning be- 
fore he disappeared. He is so well known that 
I don’t see how he could go anywhere with- 
out being recognized.”’ 

Yesterday Inspector Shea decided to issue 
circulars containing a photograph of the miss- 
ing man, with a complete description of him, 
and offering $100 reward for any informa- 
tion that may lead to his whereabouts, and 

500 for finding him, dead or alive. This 
was decided upon after a consultation with 
the family.

After 
a careful examination of the books Mr.

Amendments to the Tariff Bill Handled 
Without Gloves at a Meeting. 

New Yorx, May 21.—[Special.}—Amend- 
ments that have been made to the Wilson bill, 
and particularly its income tax rider, were 
handled without gloves by the members 


of the Democratic club tonight. The 
delay of Congress on the tariff 
bill and the incorporation in the pres- 
ent bill of its income tax  féature 


came up in pursuance of the recent action of 
the Board of Governors. A committee ap- 
pointed to draw up resolutions submitted a 
set asking that Congress *‘ be urged to imme- 
diately pass a bill for the reduction of the 
tariff’’ and attributing business stagnation to 
the hesitation of the National Legislature, 
The reading of this arraignment of the Dem.

Ex Reno, Ok., May 21.—Two men, sup- 
posed to be members of the Dalton gang of 
train robbers, passed through El Reno today, 
traveling eastward, he Sheriff telegraphed 
to Yukon to intercept. them.

One of the robbers was shot off his 
horse and captured, but resisted to the last, 
and several of his captors bear cuts and 
bruises on the head, where he beat them with 
his six-shooter.

Discuased, but No Decision Reached. 


The great collection of art and industrial 


, works which grew out of the World’s Fair 
*will be known as the Field Columbian Mu. 


seum. That name was selected by the trustees 
ata meeting heid yesterday. At the same 
time June 2 was chosen as the date for open- 
ing the doors of the museum to the public. 
Marshall Field’s name was prefixed to the 
title in recognition of his liberality in ‘ giving 
$1,000,000 toward establishmg this perma- 
nent educational institution in Chicago and 
making its success a possibility. 

The meeting of the trustees was presided 
over by Edward E. Ayer. The special com- 
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mittee appointed to arrange a program for 
the opening exercises made its report, which 
was adopted. The report recommended that 
the ceremonies be brief and simple, and that 
they be held Saturday, June 2, at 2:30 
o’clock. The President of the museum, Ed- 
ward E. Ayer, will conduct the ceremonies 
and at the conclusion of a short address will 
declare the museum open. 
Program of Opentng Exercises,

It was decided that 10,000 invitations 


we be issued for the opening, but that at 


the conclusion of the formal ceremoiies the 
public should be admitted to the museum. 
The question as to what days of the week the 
museum shall be free to the public was dis- 
cussed at considerabie length. A mgjority of 
the trustees favored at least two free days, 
while others were desirous that the number 
ehould be three, or that the doors of the mu- 
seuirn be thrown open every Sunday and at 
least two afternoons iu the week. The price 
of admission.to be charged other days also 
came up for consideration. The prevailing 
opinion was that the amount should not 
exceed 25 cents. Nothing definite was done 
as to either matter, however, and the proposi- 
tions submitted were referred to a special 
committee. The trustees were apparently 
agreed that tne museum shall at all times be 
open free of charge to school children, stud- 
ents attending the educational institutes in 
Chicago, as well as others who are seeking 
knowledge in different branches of learning. 

Another point which the trustees have yet 
to decide is the matter of keeping the museum 
open later certain days in the week. The 
usual time for closing the museum probably 
will be 4 or 5 o’clock p. m., the time varying 
with the season. but it is desired by several of 
the directors that the museum remain open 
later Saturdays as well as’ other days when the 
masses of the people have an opportunity to 
visit it. This matter also will be considered 
by the special committee. 

Commissioners Inspect Museum. 

Acting on the invitation of the trustees of 
the museum the South Park Commissioners 
made a visit of inspection to the museum yes- 
terday afternoon. The Commissioners were 
received by the trustees, who showed them 
through the art collection. Thoygh not yet 
complete the museum, the Commissioners 
thought, did credit to the men who had made 
it a_permanent institution for Chicago. There 
are many installations yet to be made which 
will add materially to the collection gathered 
from the World’s Fair. Nearly all of the 
choicest works of art exhibited at the Fair 
will be fostered in the collection, and it 
probably will be many weeks after the open- 
ing before the installation from this source 
alone will be complete.

E. Ayer, George Manierre, George E. Adams.

for pipes used in conveying natural gas from 
the Indiana fields to Chicago. The damage 
alleged is $300,000, and for this the Con- 
struction company asks judgment. It is 
Claimed that the collars yielded to pressure 
and allowed the gas to escape. When this al- 
leged defect was discovered about twenty 
miles of the line had been constructed in the 
vicinity of Deep River in Indiana. The Crane 
company was notified, the Construction com- 
pany alleges, and was asked to furnish new 
collars, but refused to dose. The Columbus 
company then took up the pipe and put on 
new collars procured from another com pany. 
In doing this the work of the Construction 
company was delayed for nearly two years 
and the pipe line, instead of being ready to 
turn over to the Indiana Natural Gas and 
Fuel. company for use Janu. 1, 1891, 
as the contract provided, was not 
completed until Novem ber, 1882, 
This delay, it © is alleged, caused the 
complainant to‘tose two years’ interest on 
the bonds of the gas company, which it was 
to receive for construction of the line. 
The Construction company also claims that 
the contract with the Crane company was 
made with a trust; that the Crane company, 
while binding itself in a contract with the com- 
plainant to furnish pipe of a certain quality 
and subjected to certain tests, made con- 
tracts with other pipe companies which were 
with it in acombine; and that the same tests 
were not provided for in these contracts with 
the other companies, although they furnished 
a large portioa of the pipe, A branch of the 
case was tried a year ago when the Morris 
Tasker Pipe company sued the Crane com- 
pany on its contract to furnish part of the 
ipe. The total cost of the construction was 
about $2,000,000. 


Clears Away Legal Deadwood. 

Judge Windes yesterday called the first 
thousand cases of the law docket in the Cir- 
cuit Court to clear away the deadwood accu- 
mulated during the year.

FILTHIN THE ALLEYS. 


MORE EVIDENCE OF sOAVENGERS 
SLIGHTING WORK. 


in Part of the Fifth Ward the Contractor 
Seems Too Intent on Drawing His Pay 
to Give Much Attention to Cleaning 
Garbage Boxes=Citizens Complain of 
the Bad Odors Arising from ‘Refuse 
Left Standing for Hiechpe Waekins 
People Gratified. 


The man who has the contract for the 
scavenger work in that part of the Fifth Ward 
bounded by Twenty-sixth, Thirty-first, Wal- 
lace, and Halsted streets is drawmg his pay 
regularly but he is not removing the garbage. 
His effort at carrying out his contract is 
nearly on a par with that of F. H. Teeple, 
who pretends to be cleaning up the Thirty- 
fourth Ward. How bad other portions of the 
Fifth Ward are was. not learned yesterday 
afternoon, but a reporter for Tue Trisuye 
visited the district mentioned, and it is plain 
the work done there is in no sense in accord- 
ance with the terms of the contract. If con- 
tracts with scavengers are meant merely as a 
species of formal agreement by whieh a con- 
tractor may have lien on the municipal funds, 
then they are a success in both the Thirty- 
fourth and the Fifth Wards, But while these 
contracts provide that garbage boxes shall be 
emptied three times a week the scavengers 
make shiftless efforts at removing refuse. 

People living in the district outlined in the 
Fifth Ward have become inured apparently to 
its uncleanliness. |An old man who came to 
the rear of his dwelling when the reporter for 
Tue Trisune drove up to learn the scavenger 
service afforded in his particular case said, 
pointing to a full box: 

“T don’t like to criticise or find fault as 
long as I can epdure it, but after that I have 
to kick. The garbage wagon came along here 
a few days ago and removed the ashes out of 
one side of that box and left the other side 
full of garbage. That is whatI do not think 
we ought to be asked to endure. I don’t care 
much about stable refuse, for I believe that is 
not unhealthy, but this mess of garbage is 
and the box has not been emptied for weeks.”’ 

The scavenger ¢ontra¢tor should have no- 
difficulity in finding this particular box. for it 
stands at the rear of No. 3040 Wallace street, 
That, however, isone of many. The alley 
running from Twerty-sixth to Thirty-first 
street, and between Lowe avenue and Wallace 
street, is a sample of incompetent or fraudu- 
lent scavenger service. Near the rear of No. 
3010 Lowe avenue isa mess of stuff thata 
woman who lives in an adjoining house com- 
plained yesterday was extremely offensive on 
warm days. She said the boxes had not been 
emptied there for weeks. 

In the rear of No. 83037 Lowe avenue the 
box was full of garbage and ashes. The alley 
running from Twenty-eighth to Twenty-ninth 
street was in bad condition. In the rear of 
No. 2940 Wallace street was a box which one 
of the persons living there declared had. not 
been touched fora month, Il was a large re- 
ceptacie and also a full one. In the rear of 
No. 2828 Wallace street there was another 
full box. At No, 2804 there is another ex- 
ample of bad scavenger work. The alley be- 
tween Union street and Lowe avenue is a bad 
one its entire length, 

According to the statements of persons 
questioned the alleys in the district were | 
cleaned up last suimmer and kept cleaned. 
The work was then done by the city itself. In 
the early part of the winter the refuse was 
allowed to accumulate and to overflow the 
boxes, There is evidence of this, for the 
scavenger wagon where it does empty boxes 
leaves the overflow litter around them, T his 
is‘not in accordance with the scavenger’s 
contract. 

A favorite trick of wagon drivers was dis- 
covered yesterday, In one alley it was found 
that every second or third box had been 
cleaned, the driver evidently passing by the 
others, and electing, seeming!|y, to take either 
those which were at the time the worst or for 
some “en pecuniary considerahon, Ten 
cents will buy two glasses of beer fora 
scavenger, and for that consideration a box 
will be promptly emptied... It is not intended 
to say that every garbage ex | is full and over- 
flowing. Some of the receptacies have been 
emptied and are only half or three-quarters 
full. A number were found that had been 
emptied a few days ago. 

But the scavenger’s contract calls for the 

regular performance of his duty, and the city 
pays for a Ward Inspector or foreman to see 
that itis done. The one in the Fifth Ward is 
getting pay for a service not performed. The 
alleysare not clean; they are far from. it. 
They would be clean, though. if scavenger 
contracts were enforced. The work done by 
M. H. MeGovern in the south half of the resi- 
dence districts of the Ninth Ward is evidence 
of this. As previously stated in Tue Trrune 
he keeps the alleys clean in the territory men- 
tioned, and a full garbage box is unusual. If 
Mr. MeGovern can do itin one ward other 
contractors, it would seem, can do it in 
theirs. 
- Contractor Teeples is still slighting his work 
in the Thirty-fourth Ward. Six barrels of ref- 
use stood yesterday morning in the alley at 
the southeast corner of Sheridan avenue and 
Sixty-third street.. When Supt. Schofield was 
made aware of this yesterday mornmg he 
ordered that the refuse be removed within 
twenty-four hours. Woodlawn people were 
much pleased yesterday by the presence of 
Supt. Schofie.d’s force of street cl.aners, 
They began in the district last Thursday, and 
they are finding plenty to do in cleaning up 
the prominent aneoagataree.
